Hay  of  Itisray — now  a  nioulderinfr  hamlet, 
nearly  two  mileH 
Tiland.  for  the 
>cea  n  has  re- 
n-i'ated.  and  the 
hiisiuesM  of  the 
place  has  ehlHil 
away  with  the 
reriHliu};  tides. 
A  uHUi  u  men  t. 
u  I'i  t  h  .M*  very 
amier.t  nor  very 
iuiTiosiuf!,  h  a  s 
Ihm'u  erected 
near  the  little 
ehureh,  to  keep 
;;reeu  in  his  hirth-jdaee  the  memory  of  the 
founder  of  <2nehe<-;  hut.  arcordin;;  to  the 
ai-eount  of  a  recent  visitor,  the  tuudde-down 
cnttajj;<'s.  shi'py  strei't.  and  crumhlinj!  tdrt 
wails  can  ^ivc  iiu  iih-a  of  what  ilronage  waK 
in  its  palmy   days.

ilrnnk  in  from  the  talk  of  thcM'  Haihit-M  of 
niau.v  tiin^fut's  aii<l  natinnM  that  htvc  of 
"nuvioatinn."  whirli,  he  says,  "has  powcr- 
ftilly  attracted  im<>  ever  since  my  hoyhotHi, 
and  has  hnl  me  on  t<»  expose  myse]f  almost 
all  my  life  to  the  Jm|H>tnons  liutfetiii^rs  uf 
the  sea." 

In  Kpite  of  tlds  love  of  tliin}^*  tmntical,  in 
spite  of  the  example  of  the  sea-eaptainn  who 
freqnentiHl  his  homi'.  Saiimel  de  < 'hn'iipl'iin 
was  lo  pnn  experience  cif  the  ways  hoth  of 


campK  and  coim-th  iM'fnre  he  tiHik  up  his  wal 
life-work  tm  explorer  and  colonist.  He  was 
horn  in  a  time  of  contlict.  In  hiH  youth 
Spain  arrd  KuKhuid  wen-  at  death-^ripH  for 
the  dnniinion  of  the  seas;  and  his  own 
e(»imtry  wan  torn  hy  ndi^iouH  wai-s.  Dnr- 
iuK  his  hoyliootl,  indtHMl,  hiH  own  little  town 
was  twice  taktm  in  the  struj^^rle  iH'tween 
I[n;;nenotH  and  Catholics;  and,  when  he 
i-eai-he^I  manhooil,  ( 'hamphiin  i  thoujfh  a 
."atholict  eUiiMte^l  under  the  hnnner  of  the 
(then I  Protestant  kiuff,  Henry  of  Navan*e. 
It  is  prolmhie  that  he  fou^'ht  in  the  hatlh-s 
of  Arqn(»fl  and 
Ivry ;  it  is  certain, 
at  any  rate,  tliat 
he  served  hisktn;: 
well,  and  won  the 
fav<U'  n(  his  super- 
iors, perhaps  even 
of  the  iiHmareh 
himself. 

After  tlie  youn^ 
man  had  hfl  a 
soldier's  life  for  . 
some  nine  years, 
the  war  ende<I

more  to  the  Bea.  But  he  did  not  foMow 
in  hill  father'R  footsteps  and  taki'  eoMj- 
mand  of  a  tishing-hont  or  a  coaHting 
vessel.

lip,  from  wliieh  his  fufiii-e  life  would  date 
itself. 

He  had  eome  simply,  iimwtentatioiisly 
(half-inieimseious  of  I  lie  si^tniflcaiiee  of 
what  lie  was  doinj;,  yet  full  of  a  steadfast 
piir])ose  which  lent  dijjiiity  to  the  trivial 
details  and  hnmhle  lie);inniii;;«  of  that  day) 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  Quehee,  of  New 
Fraiiee,  of  the  I'.imiiiion  of  Camida!  lie 
was  inspiiiHl  liy  pntriolisni.  loyalty, devotion 
to  the  Cross,  and  an  eiiKer  thirst  for  know- 
ledRe;  and  in  his  heart  there  was  no  room 


for  that  cursed  love  of  gjiiu  which  has  wil- 
HihI  the  glory  of  so  iiiauy  daring  explorers 
of  this  western  continent. 

This  time  t'hamplain  had  come  tr  v^nebe<' 
to  stay,  and  though  his  flrst  "hahit4ition" 
has  long  vanishe<l  fn>m  sight,  the  city  then 
iH-gnii  has  had  the  ([nality  of  periimnenei*. 
The  HiM'k  seemwl  a  fortress  i-eady  made; 
hnt  Champlain  set  up  his  log  dwellings  and 
store-houM4's  nearly  on  the  s]M)t  which  is  now 
the  Market-place  of  the  Lower  Town.  The 
gnmnd  <-oven'd  to-day  with  tortuous  streets 
of  quaint-riH»fHl  houMW  was  tlu'n  thick  with 
"  nut-ti*ees,"  and  the  little  company  of  thirty 
men  (there  wei-e  others  left  trading  at 
Tadousjic)  had  much  atio  to  clear  the  soil. 
Some  wearitMl  of  their  toil,  and  planned  to 
end  it  hy  the  treacherous 
munler  of  tlieir  leader; 
but  the  plot  was  1m*- 
trayeil,  and  <  *hauiplain 
and  his  little  coktuy  were 
Have<l  from  the  destruc- 
tion threatening  hoth 
alike. 

That     busy      summer 
ended,  Pont  Orav^  sailed 
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away,  leaving  Champlain 
and  twenty-eight  men  to 
make  good  during  the 
winter  their  bold  in- 
vasion of  the  wilderness. 
They  stood  <m  the  de- 
fensive; hut  the  neigh- 
boring I  nd  iaus  prove<l 
friendly,  and  no  human 
enemy  caiue  near  their 
"habitation."  Yet  the  foundations  of  New 
l->ance  {as  it  seems  of  every  colony)  were 
laid  in  woe  and  anguish.  The  winter  had 
hariUy  iH'gnn  in  earnest  when  the  horrible 
Mciirvy  ap|M>arci)  niiiongNl  tlicm,  and  bef<uv 
spring  twenty  of  the  company  lay  cold  and 
sih'nl  Is'neath  the  snow  Of  the  remaining 
eight,  fiinr  hati  bei'n  at  tUmth's  door,  hut 
rhamplaiu  himself  was  still  full  of  health 
and  life  and  courage. 

Once,  when  nn  an  excursion  up  the  St. 
('harles,  he  had  chanctnl  npim  a  tumble- 
down Nt4>ne  chiiuuey,  a  few  ruste<I  cannon- 
balls,  and  some  other  relics  which  eon- 
vince<l  hitn  that  he  stood  upon  the  spot 
where  JacqucN  Cariier  had  winteretl 
seventy-thre<*  years  before.    A  less  resolute 
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mail  iniKlit  have  fuiiiid  the  discoviTv  <lis- 
licHHi'iiiii-;  lull  riiaiiiiilaiii  had  iiii  tli'i.ujjht 
"f  rotiuat.

fim'sts,  he   jrrew    iiim-e  and    ir  eiijter  tci 

plnnjie  into  the  wilderness,  Itnt  always 
the  Indians  mldol  (riiaie  stories  of  a  foe 
infeslin;;    Ihe    wocKlland    paths    and    hiiift 

ninliushe<l  hi'side  the  stiTaiiis; 

and     BO     Chaniplain,     moved 

partly  ixMliaiw  hy   ihivalrons 

pity     for     their     terror,     and 

trusting  in  the  superior  niili- 


laiy  skill  and  exeellent  weapons  of  his  own 
IKKiple,  proiiiiwMl  to  take  the  field  during 
the  roniiiij;  spring  against  the  iibiqnitoiis 
and  liloisl-thirsty  Iroquois. 

Some  writers  regard  this  promise  as  the 
grand  mistake  of  Clianiplain's  policy, 
I'oMKilily,  howner,  the  strnggle  was  iii- 
evitahle.  At  any 
rate,  the  first  an- 
niversary of  the 
fiuinding  of  (^ne- 
hei-  had  hardly 
passe<l,  when  was 
inangiirHtiil  the 
fearful  IdiHslfend 
between  the  I'reiudi 
and  the  [riH|iiois 
that  for  tlie  greater 
part  of  a  eeiitury 
brought  out  the 
best  and  Ihe  worst  of  New  France — i-oiiragi', 
stendfastness,  unselflsh  heroism  on  vhe 
one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  dare- 
devil reckl(>ssnexs  and  pitiless 
brutality. 

Illainable  or  unblninahle, 
fliamplnin  and  two  of  liis 
followers,    clad    in    "helmet, 


broiiBtplate.  ami 
ff  V :'  a  V  e  8,"  and 
calTyiiifJI  poilder- 
OUH  arquebuses, 
joined  a  host  of 
painted  warriors, 
jnid  eaused  for 
oni-e  a  horrible 
panie  in  the  ranjis 
of  the  Iroquois. 
Wliat  hrave  could 
stand  against  an 
adversary  who 
had  the  thunder 
and  lightning  at 
his  command? 
Hut  the  Iroquois 
were  no  cowards.  Their  )ranic  jiassed  with 
the  novelty  of  the  French  uio<le  of  fighting; 
but  their  tliirst  for  v™g<'nuce  long  outlived 
him  who  Iniil  awakened  it,  and  again  and 
again  it  thivatened  the  very  existence  of 
Xew  France. 

Oleurly,  however,  it  was  not  the  fault  of 
f'liamplain  that  the  colony  remained  so 
perilously  fiH'ble.  He  was  as  truly  the  ser- 
vant as  the  governor  of  his  settlement,  and 
for   nearly   thirty  years  his  voyages  and 


journeys  and  battles,  his  struggles  with 
mercenary  traders  and  heedless  officials, 
had  little  intermission.  He  was,  moreover,  a 
homeless  man;  for,  though  he  married  in 
IfilO,  his  w'fc  was  a  child  of  twelve,  and  he 
did  not  bring  her  out  to  his  ruinous  "habi- 
tation "  for  ten  long  years. 

Immediately  after  his  return  with  her,  he 
began  to  build  on  the  edge!  of  the  cliff, 
where  now  stands  the  Chateau  Frontenac, 
a  fort  which,  altered  or  rebuilt  by  his  suc- 
cessors, was  afterwards  known  as  the 
rhatean  St.  Louis.  Beneath  the  planks  of 
Dufferin  Terrace  its  cellars  still  remain. 
The  main  building  was  destroytHl  by  fire  in 
1X34;  but  a  wing  added  by  Oeneral  Hiildi- 
nuind  in  1TM4  was  only  denudishiHl  in  Ixlll

At  that  date  six  white  ehildren 
reprt-Heuted  ycmug  Canada,  and 
Madame  de  Chaniplain  had 
sealeely  auj  lonipanionn  of  her 
own  uex  save  her  thrw  w-niug- 
women.  She  had  no  lael;  of 
oecnpation,  lioweier,  for  she  de- 
voted mneh  of  her  time  to  teach- 
ing the  iiidians. 

In  thi»  ihiirihihle  pnmnit  nhe 

I'lijo.vcil  the  nitii-e  nppi-olm- 
tion  of  her  s<ddier-hn»l)and, 
who  waK  it'ported  to  liave 
said  tlint  "  Ihe  Kilvation  of  a 
single  Hoiil  was  worth  more 
than  the  eonnnest  of  an  em- 
piiT,  and  that  kings  should 
extend  their  domains  in 
heathen  loimtries  only  to 
subject  them  to  Christ."  In 
]fil5  he  had  brought  from 
Franre  si^veral  Uei'ollet  mis- 
sionaries, who,  in  their  efforts 
to  win  till'  Indian  trllss  for 
Christ  and  for  the  Church, 
showed  a  sublime  contempt 
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for  discomfort,  hardship  and 
ilanp'r.  They  were  followed,  ten 
yiflra  later,  by  a  little  party  of 
Jesuits,  eager  for  nmrtynhnu; 
but  wliile  Clianiplain  lived  they 
did  not  attain  tliat  painful 
eminence  of  devotion. 

It  se<Mne<l,  however,  that,  as 
the  shadows  of  eventide  deep- 
ened about  the  gallant  ohl  Oov- 
eruiu-  of  (Jncbi'c,  his  task  r.rew 
ever  harder.    Tlie  twentieth  year 

if  his  setlh'un'llt  was  just  c(uuplcte<l  wiii'U 
a  crushing   blow  fell,     \\iir   broke  out  be- 

twii'n  I'riincc  ami   Knglnnd.  and  a  hostile 

tieet    bore   down    upon    neglectiHl    IJuels'c, 

capturing  on  the  way  a  Hcet  from  Trance. 

and  destroying  the  stock  and  buildings  of 

a   little  farm   at   <'ap  Tour- 

im'Ute  from  which  Cbamplnin 

had  hoisHl  great  things.    For 

weeks    iH'fore  tills    the  little 

garrison  had    been  on    short 

rations,  but  Champlain  from 

bis  nsk  tlung  dctinnce  at  the 

invaders,    antl    the    Knglisb 

admiral     vctreati-d,     leaving 

his   proud   opponent  to  the 


merry  of  a  Kriiimicr  f(M'.  TIii'  i-'i-cncliincii 
fou^lit  iitf  Htaivatiou  dliriiii;  the  long  win- 
ter Ip.v  iligKillt!  up  icKilH  mill  nlntillt!  tlu'lii- 
wlvi'K  on  till'  rliiiiit.v  of   t\w    liiilinns,  hut 


whi'll  Kil'ki'  iTlilvniil  with  the  warm 
weatliiT,  I'von  I'lianiplain  waH  fain  to  sur- 
render. 

In  that  hour  liis  life  must  have  »eeuie<l  a 
very  tiajiedy  of  failure — himself  a  prisoner. 
Qui'Ihi'  in  the  lianils  of  the  enemy,  his  life- 
work  ernniblin}!  to  ruins:  Hut  in  < "ham- 
plain's  viiiiilililary  there  was  no  siuli  word 
as  desjiair.  Innm'dialely  he  si't  himself  to 
obtain  the  ri'sloralion  of  liiielier.  and  his 
enthusiasm  i>Tevail«l  over  all  obstacles.  By 


the  Tii'aty  of  St.  (iermain-en-Laye  QupIhk' 
was  given  baek  to  Franre,  and  iu  1C33, 
after  nearly  four  years'  ahsi-nee,  Champlain 
ii'tnrniHl  to  his  adojiteil  country. 

lie  rei-eiveil  a  joyous  welcome  from  the 
fi  w  l''ri'lleh  familH's  who  had  renuiiniHl  in 
the  colimy.  The  Indians,  wle-  came  down 
th>  river  by  hundreds  in  the  canoes, gave 
him  a  still  more  enthusiiis^ic  greeting. 
Never  before  had  there  been  at  (Juebee  sneh 
feasting,  such  siMinh-nuiking,  sneh  a  snuik- 
iug  of  peace-|)ipes;  and  Champlain,  knowing 
that  the  very  life  of  the  colony  was  bound 
\ip  w  ith  the  fur-trade,  cherishiKl  high  lioiH's 
for  the  prosjM'Hty  of  (Jtu-lM'c. 

What  matter  that  the  original  settlement 
below  the  clitf  lay  in  ruins'?  The  fioveri'or 
immiiliately  set  about  its  i-ebuilding,  and 
on  the  Itock  he  erected  the  first  parish 
c  h  n  r  c  h  of  tine- 
bee,  "  Notre  Dame 
dp  Keconvrance." 
.Vnthoritii*s  differ  ^ 
as  to  whether  it 
stood  on  the  site 
of  the  Rasiliea, 
or  on  that  of  the 
I'^nglishCathiilral.

That  same  night  there  was 
another  Inii-sl  of  iiK-rrv-mnliiiig 
in  the  eit.v.  The  sound  of 
ilrnins.  trunipets  and  .ioyoiis 
humis  was  loud  oningli  ti)  reach  the  ears 
of  the  Knglish  on  the  river.  "Yon  have 
lost  the  game,"  declaml  a  luisoner,  with 
maliiious  deliglit.  "  ft  is  tlie  Governor  of 
.Montreal  with  the  people  from  the  country 
uhove.  Theiv  is  nothing  fer  .vnu  iiov,  hut 
to  pack  up  and  go  home."  Hut  Phipa  was 
not  yet  ready  to  take  this  advice. 


I.aniliiig  a  portion  of  Ids  force  ,  t  Hean- 
port,  he  moved  his  ships  into  posilinn  to 
hoinhard  the  town.  Then  l-'rontenac  from 
the  rock  sent  him  liis  promised  answer,  and 
for  hours  the  cannon  roared  and  the  smoke 
.inrt  dill  Were  liorrilde.  Phips  ploughwl  up 
the  gardens  of  the  risaliiii's.  slnU  awny 
a   corner   of  a    nun's  apnm,    and    «aste<l 


his  ammunition 
a{;niust  the 
rock,  but  iiiude 
DO  impri'ssiim 
whatever  on  the 
strong  stone 
walls  of  Que- 
bec. Uis  euf- 
mles,  laughing 
to  scorn  his 
futile  efforts, 
riddled  liis  ves- 
sels wii'i  their 
balls  aud  shot 
away  from  liis 
masthead  the 
proud  banner 
of  St.  (leorge, 
w  h  i  c  h  w  a  s 
brought  asliore 
in  triumph  in  a  birch-bark  ranoe.  At  last 
Phips  drew  off  from  the  contest,  and  patch- 
ing up  his  sorely  misused  ships  as  beat  he 
could,  dropped  down  the  river.  He  was  still 
pursued  by  ill-luck  aud  misfortune.  The 
annual  supply  ships  for  New  France 
escaped  bim  by  hiding  in  the  fogs  that  over- 
hung the  mouth  of  the  grim  Saguenay, 
while  fever  and  small-pox,  hurricane  and

shipwreck  seemed  to  mark  out  his  own  fleet 
as  under  the  wratli  of  heaven. 

But  in  Quebec  all  was  joy  aud  thanks- 
giving. The  captured  flag  was  carried  in 
triumph  to  the  Cathedral.  "Tlie  Hishop 
sang  a  Te  l>euru,  .utd  amid  the  flring  of 
i-aunuu  the  image  of  the  V'irgiu  was  car- 
rietl  to  each  chureh  aud  chapel  in  the  place 
by  a  procession  in  which  priests,  people  and 
lroui>s  all  took  part.'"  At  uiglit  there  was  a 
great  bonfire  in  honor 
of  the  i-edoubtable  old 
Governor,  but  the  de- 
feat of  the  English  was 
genei'ally  regarded  as 
miraculous,  aud  it  was 
therefore  ordained  that 
the  fete  of  "  Notre 
Dame  de  la  Victoire" 
shou  Id  be  celebrated 
annually  in  the  little 
church  of  the  Lower 
Town. 

ISome  twenty  years 
later,  in  the  summer  of 
1711,  the  people  of 
Quebec  again  had 
cause  to  rejoice  in  a 
great  deliverance.  A 
inigbty    English    arma-

(iriH'S  lliosc  who  could  Uf  jratluM'ed  to  defend 
the  eity.  was  in  thu  St.  Lawivnce.  when  a 
jfivat  st(H'i(i  arose.  daNliin*!  to  pieces  eight 
or  ten  vessels  on  the  rocks  of  the  Kgf; 
Islands  anil  di-owuinj;  nine  hundred  men. 
T^pon  this  ilii*  inccdiipetent  leaders  of  the 
expedition.

memorial  of  those  aneient  vietorien  and  of 
ii  world  now  passed  awfiy.

Afontrahii,  nieaawliilc,  though  a  great 
man  in  the  gay  little  Noi-iety  of  Qiiebeo,  was 
pasHing  his  time  unpleas- 
antly enough.  Far  from 
home,  tortni-etl  by  anxiety, 
iinil  hainpi>re(1  l>y  the 
JeahHisy  of  the  (lovernnr 
tie  Vantlrnill  and  the 
sliamelesw  eoi-niption  of 
the  Intemlant  HIgot  anil 
his  aeeomplices.  the  gen- 
eral (hH'laretl  that  only  a 
niiraele  roiihl  save  tne 
colony.  The  pi'opie,  who 
]in<l  iMi'n  cheated,  robheil. 
and  oppresseil  for  yt-ars, 
were  at  the  point  of 
starvation,  and  were  los- 
ing heart.  Yet,  when 
news  rame  in  Mux  that 
Wolfe  had  saileil  to  attack  r.F.NtRAi. 

(inel)ee,  soigneni-s  and  habitants  alike 
rallied  bravely  to  the  call  of  their  leadei-s, 
and  men  and  boyw.  i-ed  warriors  and  white, 
eanie  ponring  into  the  eity. 


Soon  the  army  (»f  dcfenee  numl>ered 
lfi,000  men,  most  of  whom  Afontealm  postetl 
in  a  long-extended  eamp.  on  the  north 
shoi-e  of  the  St.  I.awrcMiee,  tonehing  the  St. 
nharles  on  (he  right  and  the  Mimtnioroney 
on  the  left.  Taking  np 
his  (luartei-s  at  Reanport, 
he  set  his  men  to  erect 
batteries  and  throw  up 
earthworks  on  the  st,eep 
ridge  that  runs  for  miles 
along  the  river. 

As  for  the  city  itself — 
its  fortifications  were  gar- 
risoned by  iH'tween  one 
and  two  thousand  men. 
guns  wen'  niountefl  on  the 
walls,  and  the  gates  wen- 
shut  and  ban-lcade<l.  ex- 
cept Palace  <iate,  from 
which  a  road  led  to  the 
camp  at  Ueauport  across 
a  bridge  of  boats  girdling 
the  St.  f'harles.  That 
river  was  defended  Ijy  a  great  booiu  of  logs, 
whilst  floating  batteries,  gunboats,  and  Uro- 
shipa  were  prepanHl  for  the  protection  of 
the  harbor.

That 
general's  friend  and  subor- 
dinate, Sir  <3uy  Carleton. 
who  proved  himself  great 
alike  in  war  and  peace, 
was  now  in  command. 
But,  when  Arnold  reached  the  fit.  Law- 
rence. Carleton  was  absent  in  Montreal, 
whence  came  rumors  of  his  discomfiture 
and  capture,  and  there  was  biit  a  feeble  gar- 
rison of  eighteen  hundred  men  to  defend  the 
city.  There  was  now  no  array  encamped 
outside  the  walls  to  dispute  the  landing  of 
the  foe;  the  inhabitants  of  the  country

Lawreiire 
Howwl  deep  and  wid(^  between  him  and  his 
intended  prey,  au4l  on  the 
fii'st  rumor  of  his  ap- 
proach the  EngltKh  had 
taken  the  precaution  of  i-e- 
moving  every  possible 
means  t»f  transport  out  of 
the  invaders'  reach.  Not 
a  bateau,  not  a  canoe  wjis 
to  be  had.  and  the  eager 
Arnold  had  to  send  twenty 
miles  inland  for  cariiies 
before  lie  could  gi't  within 
striking  distance  of 
Quebec. 

At  last,  on  the 
evening  of  Novem- 
ber 13th.  he  em- 
barked five  hnndred 
of  his  men.  leaving 
a  hnndred  and  fifty 
lit   I'oint  Levis,  and 


^feM^-ii 
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stole  in  tlic  dni-knesB  nciiiss  the  river  to 
Wolfe's  Cove.  UnopiNiwtl,  lie  climbed  the 
li  e  i ;;  h  t  s,  iniil 
liefore  ilaybrenk 
drew  up  his  lit- 
tle army  on 
the  Plains  of 
Aliraham ;  then, 
with  charaeter- 
istic  audacity, 
he  marched  al- 
most np  to  the 
St.  Louis  Oate, 
and,  with  loud 
chiHMs,  chaili'ngeil  the  enemy  to  sally  forth. 
Thi'y  ivfusi'd  to  Rive  him  linttle,  however, 
",  ,  and  scorned  his  sum- 

mons to  surrender, 
so  he  retreated  some 
twenty  mihw  up  the 
river  to  Point  aux 
Trembles,  there  to 
await  the  arrival  of 
n'iiil'orcemenls  under 
Oeneral  Jlontfioniery 
— an  Irishnmuof  pood 
'Id  ii  commission  in  the 
lakiuK  \ip  arms  for  the 


family    who  had  h 
nrllish  army  Is'fiu' 


seceding  (Colonies.  Entering  Canada  by  way 
of  Lake  Champlain,  he  had  captured  the 
Forts  of  St.  .lohu's  and  Chambly,  and  had 
rweivod  the  submission  of  Jlontreal.  Thus 
the  whole  country  save  (Jne- 
bee  was  at  his  feet. 

But  General  Carleton  had 

not    submitted,    and     while 
(Quebec  held  out  for  England 

lie  did  not  despair  of  saving 

the    country.      On    tlie    ap- 
proach of  the  enemy  lie  had 

left   .Montreal,   whicli    he 

judged  inilefensible,  and  had 

liastened  down  the  river  in  a 

liircli-bark    canoe,     lie    liad 

slip|ie<l  past  some  American 

vessels  under  cover  of  dark- 
ness; and  Aruold,  iM'fore  he 

left  the  neighborhood  of  (Jne- 

bi*,  had  the  mortifliiltion  of 

lii'aring  the  gieat  guns  of  tlie 

I'itadel  thundering  a  welcome 

to    the    resolute    Oovernor. 

(^arleton'g  arrival   put  new  heart  into  the 

garrison,  and  he  Is-gau    inslantly    to   take 

measures  for  a  vigorous  defence. 

It  was  early   in   December  wlieii   Mout- 
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gotnery  reached 
Point  aux  Ti-em- 
bleB  with  cloth- 
ing, stoi>es  and 
a  few  hundred 
ill-disciplined 
troops,  most  of 
w  horn  w  e  r  e 
counting  the  days  till  the  terra  of  their 
("diMhiient  ended  with  the  close  of  the  year. 

Joineil  by  a  few  Cana- 
dianH,  the  little  American 
army  now  nsturned  to  invest 
Quebec.  Again  the  garrison 
was  Bumnioned  to  surren- 
der. Again  the  demand 
wns  treate<l  with  contempt. 
In  fact  Carleton  refused 
to  "hold  nny  parley  with  reln'Is";  but  the 
-Viiierican  lenders  hoped  soon  to  humble  his 
pride.  Throwing 
u  p  batteries  o  f 
ice  and  snow, 
they  began  to 
bombard  the 
walls;  but  their 
ffuns  were  too 
light  to  make  any 


I  m  p  r  e  ssion  ou 
the  masonry,  and 
the  besieged  kept 
vigilant  guard 
against  surprise. 
On  moonless 
nights  they 
lighted  the  great 
ditch  surrounding  their  ramparts  by  lan- 
terns hung  on  i>oles  from  the  bastions,  and 
thus  not  oven  a  dog  could 
approach  unobserved. 

Discouraged  by  ill-success 
and  weakened  by  small[K>x, 
the  American  army  ap- 
peared to  1k'  in  dnngei'  of 
melting  away,  but  the  two 
leaders  resolvwl  to  try  to 
capture  Quebec  by  one  bold  stroke  iMifon* 
more  of  the  discontented  troops  left  them. 

Their  plan  was 
a  complioateil 
one.  Montgom- 
ery was  to  ad- 
vance along  a 
narrow  road 
skirting  the  base 
of    Cape    Dia- 
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laond,  while  Arnold,  from  tlie  snhiirh  of  St. 

Hoch.  already  in  iMissewsion  of  tlic  Aiiieri- 

caiiH.  was  to  ciiitT  the  Lower  Town  from  the 

opposite  side,  meet  JloiUgomery's  division 
a(  the  foot 
of  Mountain 
Street,  and

Arnold,  mean- 
while, nt  the  head 
of  luH  column, 
wax  pressing  to- 
wn rdH  the  rendez- 
vons,  though  when 
Ite  passed  Palace 
Gate  he  knew  that 
the  attack  would 
Im'  no  surprise,  for 
bells  were  ringing 
and  drums  Ix'ating  the  call  to  arms. 
Ill  single  file,  with  bent  lieadH,  and  guns 
covered  with  their  coats,  the  Americans 
dashM  forward,  stormed  tlie  lii*st  barrier 
at  the  corner  of  Sanlt-an-.Matelot  Str^'t, 
and  captured  its  defenders.  Hut  Arnold 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  h'g  l>y  a 
musket-ball,  and  had  to  drag  himself 
back  to  the  Oeneral  Rowpitiil,  whilst  his 
men    made    a    gallant    attempt    to   seise 


the    second    bar- 
rier also. 

In  tips  tlioy 
failed.  Mnn,v  lost 
their  lives  or 
their  liberty,  and 
tlie  lenulinflcr  tttnl. 
liater  in  the  day 
the  British  sallied 
out  and  set  fire 
to  the  suburb  of 
St.  Roch,  which 


had  HO  long  given  shelter 
to  till-  i-ebels.  Amongst 
the  buildings  eonsumed 
was  the  Intendant's  Pal- 
ace, where  Higot,  not 
many  yeara  earlier,  had 
dazzliHl  with  his  sliame- 
less  luxury  the  wretched 
l^eople  he  was  defrauding. 

Again  there  was  rejoicing  in  old  Que- 
Ikm-,  hut  Arnold,  beaten,  wonndiKl,  short 
of  supplies  as  lie  was,  kept  up  the  block- 
ade of  the  city  till  spring.  Tlien  Oarletou 
received  i-einforcements  from  England, 
and  sallying  out  of  his  fortiflcatinns  swept 
the   foe  before  him  up  the  St.  Lawrence. 


Thus  (Juebec  was  saved  to  the  Empire, 
and  with  it  was  sav«Kl  the  i)ossibility  uf 
the  8<wond  Kritish  "  Dominion "  in  North 
America. 

Since   that    time — thougli    the    old    cily 
has  often   rung  with   the  stir  of  warliki! 
preparations — though  her  steep  streets  have 
e<ho<Hl  to  the   tread   of  regiments  comiug 
and    gfting — thougli    ;he    Hr.s'iu   has   given 
aiuliornge  to  privateere 
niMl  tln'ir  prizes — though 
die    wharves    have    wit- 
neS8e<I   the  struggles   of 
many  a   luckless  fisher- 
lad  or  townsman  in  the 
clutches    of    the    press- 
gang — no    hostile    army 
hn^  rver  threiitened  tile 
safety    of    the    '■  Queen 
of    tlie    North."      Even 
during  the  fierce  strife 
of   the   War  of 
1812,     thanks     to 
the    valor    of    the 
descendants  of 
those    who  at  the 
side   of    Montcalm 
so   long   withstood 


Wolfe  and  bis  disciplined  veterans,  the 
invading!  army  came  no  nearer  to  Quebec 
tlian     tbe    field    of    Cbateaiignay,    wbere 


the  valiant  T)e  Salaberry  and  Imh  Voltigeurs 
earned  tbe  undying  f^nitltude  of  all  lovere 
of  their  country.

Auiongsr,  the  low  curved  roofs  of 
the  villageH  ritte  the  towers  of  jji-eat 
ehurelu'H,  like  that  at  Beauport  and  the 
niiraeulouH  St.  Anne,  whither  every  year 
come  pilgrims  in  tiiousandH  Kt^'king  health 
or  ]>eai;e  of  mind.  Be- 
hind these  villages,  if  you 
step  but  a  little  aside  from 
the  splendid  waterway  of

The  habitant 
carries  liome  liis  hay  in  a  two-wheeled  cart, 
fitted  with  a  rack  and  drawn  by  a  rongh 
pony  or  a  yoke  of  delilMM-atc  oxen;  and  he 
rides  to  church  or  market  in  a  spriiigless 
conveyan<'e,  which  is  a  kind  of  gi'otewiue 
compromis<'  lM'twe<»n  a  "top-buggy"  and  a 
"backboard."  When  coming  from  witrk, 
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liKWOvtT,  lie  rou-

QnelMv  nierchnntx  leave 
the  eity  by  the  evening  trainN  to  siH'nd  their 
leisnre  houif*  witli  their  fainili<«  at  Tharles- 
hoiirg,  Lorettff,  Montmorency,  nr  some 
eqnally  interesting  but  till  lately  inaeces- 


sible  place.  Othera  take  the  Mnmll  modern 
8teanibuatf4  which  ply  up  ami  down  tlie 
shores  of  the  St.  Luwi*ence,  or  to  and 
fwm  tlie  beantifnl  fHlaud  of  Orleans, 
and  which  have  to  make  thi'ir  way  care- 
fully past  great  rafts  of  luudier,  fleet 
"ocean  greylionnds,"  or  ipiaint  barges  of 
llie  same  pattern  as  those  used  by  Wolfe 
in  his  attack  upcm  Quebec. 
These  ucweomers  intii  tlu' 
country  l>ring  new  fashions, 
which  in  course  of  time  will 
have  their  etTect  upitu  tlie 
habitants;  but  their  influ- 
I'nce  is  as  yet  scarcely  [M'r- 
ceptible.
